FIFTEEN ARE DROWNED WHE 
STEAMER SINKS 
STORM ON LAKE 


DURING 


Kenosha, Wis., Oct. 29.—Between 
ten and fifteen men went down with 
the lake steamer Wisconsin in a. 
severe storm off Kenosha shore 
early today. 

More than three score were saved, 
many of them maddened and some 
near death from the horror and 
the exposure of hours in the wind- 
whipped sea, The three passengers 
uboard were rescued, 

Captain Dougal Morrisoy, bound 
to his duties and true to the tradi- 
tion of the sea, went down with the 
ship. His body was picked up late1 
by the coastguard crews, Chief En-! 
gineer Judas Buschmann, of Mani-| 
towoc, Wis., clung to a life raft as 
the steamer up-ended, rolled over 
and sank, 

Rescuers tried to haul him from 
the water, but crazed by his plight 
he fought them off and died, 

No women were aboard the ship 
when it left Chicago last night with 
of merchandise for Mil- 
waukee, A cabin maid, Mrs, David- 
son, of Chicago, had missed the 
boat. J 

Picked Up from Lifeboats 

The two coast guard crews went 
out to the rescue in response to the 
first S. O. S. calls about 2 a. m. For 
two hours they fought to get a line 
aboard thy Wisconsin. It was im- 
possible t6 approach the vessel, and 
one rescue bait was nearly lost in 
the attempt. Five lifeboats were 
finally launched and those rescued 
were picked up from the small boats. 

The men in the lifeboats were 
picked up by the coast guard craft 
and the lifeboats turned adrift. 

There was some speculation that 
the Wisconsin may have struck the 
hull of the car ferry Milwaukee 
which sank in the storm of a week 
ago with its crew of 48. The car 
ferry went down at about the same 
place the Wisconsin was abandoned 
today. 


ASSASSIN FIRES SHOT AT 
ITALIAN PRINCE 


Brussels, Oct, 24.—A shot was 
fired at Crown Prince Humbert of 
Italy today as he laid a wreath on 
the tomb of Belgium’s unknown 
soldier. The prince, uninjured, 
ignored the incident, but police ar-| 
the would-be assassin im-| 
Infuriated, the crowd! 
stormed the police station, demand-' 
ing that the man be lynched. 

The prince’s assailant told the 
police he is an Italian named En-) 
ricodiros, and was born in 1904. He} 


| said he had intended to fire into the 


air as a mark of protest. He arrived! 
from France last night, and was in 
possession of identification papers 
from that country. 

The prince had just been welcomed 
to the tomb by Count De Brocovevill, 
minister of national defense, and 
was shaking hands with other 
notables when the attack was made. 

Just as the man fired the shot, a 
motorcycle rider who had preceded 
the prince to the tomb, threw him- 


| self forward and knocked his hand 


down, deflecting the which 
went into the ground. 

The crowd did not appear at first 
to realize what was happening. The 
motor cyclist’s engine had barely 
ceased popping when the shot rang 
out.

FRENCH GOVT, — ETIENNE 

CLEMENTEL WILL ENDEAVOR 

TO SET UP A NEW MINISTRY 

Paris, Oct. 80.—Etienne Clemen- 
tel, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee of the senate, and former minist- 
er of finance in the Hefriot cabinet, 
today accepted “in principle” the 
task of forming a cabinet to succeed 
the recently defeated Briand min- 
istry. 

He had been called to confer with 
President Doumergue. 

Clementel is a member of the Rad- 
ical group in the senate. 
garded as one of the most moderate 
of that group, and the most likely 
Radical to be able to form a new 
union government, more to the left 
than the Poincare combination, ex- 
cluding Conservatives of the Repub- 
lican Union group and replacing 
them by Radicals. 

Although never premier before, M. 
Clementel has long played a promi- 
nent part in French political life, 
having been a member of several 
governments, holding such  port- 
folios, as finance, commerce and 
agriculture 

As minister of finance in 1924, he 
played a large part in the inter- 
allied debt negotiations in progress 
at the time. M. Clementel is 65 
years of age. 

Briand Sees President 

Paris, Oct. 80.—Aristide Briand, 
former French premier, was called 
to the Elysee Palace this morning 
to confer with President Doumergue 
and presumably to receive an invita- 


tion to attempt to form a new 
French government. Upon emerg- 
ing from the Palace, however, he 


declined to answer questions about 

the possibility of his getting to- 

yether a new cabinet. 

INSPECTION REQUIRED FOR 
FEED SHIPPED UNDER FREE 
FREIGHT TARIFF 


Every possible precaution will be 
taken by the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture to prevent the spread of 
noxious weeds from one section of 
the province to another under the 
arrangement recently reached 
whereby hay, straw and greenfeed 
and feed oats and barley will be 
shipped free of freight charges into 
those districts where additional feed 
will be required during the coming 
winter, 

Any shipments of this kind, it is 
announced by Hon. George Hoadley, 


| Minister of Agriculture, must be in- 


spected before being loaded, by an 
official of the Department, and for 
this purpose two inspectors have 
been appointed. In the part of the 
province south of Red Deer inspec- 
tion of all such shipments must be 
made by W. G. Lawrie, 325-21st Ave. 
West, Calgary, and in the northern 
part of the province inspections will 
be made by Frank Stevens, whose 
headquarters are at the Field Crops 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Edmonton. 

Farmers who contemplate selling 
hay or feed for shipment under the 
provisions of the free freight tariff 
are advised that this hay or feed 
cannot be loaded until the 
has secured from one of these i: 
spectors a certificate of its satistac 
tory freedom from noxious weed 
and-any person who proposes to ship 
feed under the free-freight arrange 
ment would be well advised to com 
municate with the inspector for hi 
district at the earliest possible date 
in order that such shipments may not 
be delayed for lack of inspection 

It may be pointed out that in 
addition to the area originally out 
lined in which the free-freight 
tariff will apply, the following link 
have also been included: — Ivricana 
to Conrich, Nightingale to Norfolk, 
Grainger to Langdon, B: 
Dalemead, Gleichen to Lang 
Lomond to Arrowwood. 

The regulations as 
drafted applied to baled hay 
straw, feed oats, threshed or in the 
sheaf, and grain screenings. Feed 
barley has since been added to the 
list of feeds which may be shipped 
into the designated area under the 
arrangement whereby half the cost 
of such shipments is borne by the 
railway company, and half by the 
Alberta Government,

FERENCE 


Regina, Sask., Oct. 28—Formation , 
| of a western Canada Labor party 
was effected here on Saturday and 
Sunday at a conference of delegates 
representing Labor throughout the 
west. Among the delegates was A. 
Smeaton, M. L. A., Lethbridge. 
Others came from Vancouver, Ed- 
|monton, Calgary, Saskatoon, Regina, 
Brandon and Winnipeg. 

The new. organization will be 
known as the western conference of 
Labor parties and will weld and 
unify the work of Labor in the muni- 
cipal, provincial and federal fields, 

William Ivens, M. L. A. was 
chosen president, and Alderman R. 
Durward, Winnipeg, — secretary- 
treasurer, Vice-presidents from each 
of the western provinces were select- 
ed, Alberta’s being G. Latham, Ed- 
monton, 

The delegates called for a confer- 
ence between municipal, 
and federal authorities in early No 
vember to discuss the unemploy- 
ment situation, which was deemed 
as serious in the west. Resolutions 
were also adopted on unemployment 
insurance, natural resource, mini- 
mum wages and public ownership of 
utilities. 

Considerable discussion by J. S 
Woodsworth, M. P., Winnipeg, rang- 
ed around the question of amend 
ments to the British North America 
‘act, immigration and labor candi- 
dates in the next federal elections

‘i UNDERTAKES TASK TO FORM! LABOR PARTY IS, FORMED FOR | WATTS AND POWELL WILL 


SERVE TERMS IN PENITENTI- 
ARY AND BE GIVEN LASHES 
—LA VASSEUR AND BARR 
ACQUITTED ON CATTLE 
STEALING CHARGE—RIPLEY 
CASE DISMISSED 


Three years each in Prince Albert 
penitentiary with 20 lashes to be 
given 10 each at two different times, 
was the penalty handed out by His 
Lordship, Mr. Justice Ives, in the 
Supreme Court Thursday afternoon 
last to T. E. Watts and W. Powell 
found guilty by the jury of the 
charge of robbery and assault. The 
jury was out less than 10 minutes 
when they returned with their 
verdict. 

On Friday, September 27, Philip 
Miski, a young German, about a 
year in this country, was robbed of 
$100 and assaulted in the bush on 
Willow Creek about half a mile east 
of the J. R. McLean ranch, by two 
men, Thomas E. Watts of Spokane 
and Wm. Powell of Lamly, B. C. 
with whom Miski had been working 
at harvesting in the High River and 
Stavely districts. They made their 
way to Macleod un the evening of 
September 26th, stayed all night at 
Mrs. Scheer’s boarding house, and 
started out early next morning to 
look for work. 

They were going north over the 
McKenzie bridge when they were 
picked up by a grain truck and got 
a ride the length of the McLean 
ranch, Watts interviewed McLean 
about work and Mr. McLean advised 
him to try Norman Grier who was 
still threshing. Instead of going 
west to Mr. Grier’s farm they went 
east down the side of the creek about 
half a mile where they assaulted and 
robbed Miski. 

The jury sworn to try the case 
were T. C. Chester, W. A. Blair, G. 
Sheffield, A. Ellis, J. Lush and R. 
Cunningham. 

The first witness examined by the 
Crown was the complainant Miski 
who gave his evidence through an 
interpreter. He told the court of the 
amount of money he had made har- 
vesting at High River and Stavely 
and that he had over $100 when he 
arrived in Macleod. He gave an 
account of what had taken place 
after he arrived in Macleod and in 
his evidence he said that Bill, (Pow- 
ell) hit him on the head with a stone 
from behind and he fell down, and 
they tied his feet with a piece of 
string. 

J. R. McLean told of his interview 
with Watts, Herman Emmilkamp 
and his hired man told of giving the® 
three men a ride in their truck, and 
also of meeting Miski, when they 
were on a second trip to town with 
grain, and the condition he was in, a 
bruised face and head and all blood. 
Miski told them the other two men 
tried to butcher him, 

Chief of Police Pringle told of 
Miski reporting to him of the assault 
and robbery and the condition Miski 
was in. The Chief also told of the 
steps taken to find the assailants 
and of their arrest at Orton the next 


day. Detective Powell, A. P. P. 
Lethbri gave evidence of the 
search 1 arrest and of taking a 
statement from both the accused. 


MeMurray told about Watts 
stay at her house all night and 
of Powell staying at her father’s 
house and of them borrowing her 
Pearce. She told of 
their returning with the car, and just 
as they arrived Detective Powell and 
Chief Pringle appeared on the scent 
and arrested them. She had known

and living in Macleod Watts did 
not say anything to her about the

Wm. Powell was the first witness 
called for the defence, and he told of 
the three men working tox “y and 
coming to Macleod He said that 


Miski was nearly broke when they 


left High River and that he had lent 
Miski $ which was paid back to 
him before they came to Macleod 


and he thought Miski would not have 
more than three or four dollars wher 
they arrived in Macleod. He 
hitting Miski with a stone or to tying 
his feet. He told the court that 
Miski had stolen money from both 
Watts and him during the night in 
Mrs. Scheer’s and that they 
only taking back from him the 
money he had taken from them 
Watts in his evidence stated that 
he had about $126 when he left High 
River and Stavely and came to Mac- 
leod, He gave a graphic account of 
where he had worked and the 
amount of money he had made since 
leaving Spokane. He said that after 
leaving the Scheer boarding house 
and before they reached the Me 
Kenzie bridge they discovered that 
their money had been stolen from 
them during the night, but they said 
nothing about it till after they had 
visited the McLean Ranch, and were 
down by the Creek. When they 
accused Miski of taking their money,

he started to fight and they held 
him. When down Miski said to them 
“Me give you your money” and he 
threw his pocket book into the 
brush Then WMiski took out his 


knife and said “Me kill you.” Watts 
said that they took their money and 


gave him back his pocket book 
Watts denied that Miski was hit 
with a stone, as he did not think 


there were any stones at that place 

Miski was recalled and denied hay 
ing borrowed $15 from Powell, and 
also of opening his knife and saying 
“Me kill you.” 

J. W. MeDonald, K. ©., who ap 
peared for the accused in addressing 
the jury, traced the evidence of the 
two which he agreed in 
every point against the evidence of 
the one man, who he said had told a 
different tale in some respects at the 
previous trial 

J. D. Matheson, K. C., for the 
Crown, said one of two things hap- 
pened: Either Miski stole from the 
pockets of the prisoners or that they 
robbed Miski. He made a strong 
point of the fact that if Miski had 
stolen from Watts and Powell, he 
did not skip out and leave them, but 
stayed with them all the morning 
after, also that Watts had walked 


men said 


| quietly along, and didn't raise a 
howl when he found out their loss, 
said nothing about it until after they 
had visited the McLean ranch, 

His Honor in summing up and 
charging the jury remarked on the 
fact of how the evidence of the three 
men had agreed in so many points. 
He also spoke of Miski remaining in 
the morning with the other men, if 
he had stolen from them 
alleged by the accused. 

When the jury returned into the 
court room the foreman, Mr. Cun- 
ningham, stated that the verdict of 
the jury was “Guilty as Charged.” 

His Honor in séntencing the 
prisoners, said “evidently the jury 
did not believe your story, and I 
agree with them.” 

La Vasseur and Barr Acquitted 

Two cases of cattle stealing were 
disposed of in the Supreme Court 
Friday last before His Honor Mr. 
Justice Ives, with acquittals in both 
instances. 

The evidently created a 
great deal of interest as the court- 
room was packed from opening to 
close, principally with Pincher 
Creek and south of Macleod people. 
The accused in the cases were a 
young man of the Pincher Creek dis- 
trict, Henry La Vasseur, and the 
other was an Ardenville, south of 
Macleod, young man, Seth Barr. 

The cz were really one, but 
they were tried separately, with dif- 
ferent juries hearing the cases 

These cases really arose out of the 
cattle stealing case which was tried 
at a previous court and in which 
Bert Warham, foreman of the Al- 
berta Cattle Ranch, Pincher Creek, 
was convicted and sentenced to two 
years for stealing three heifers, the 
property of the Alberta Cattle 
Ranch Co. 

On this occasion 
Vasseur’s case was the 
up, which occupied the court all 
Friday afternoon, and finishing | 
shortly after the noon recess Thurs- | 
day. The jury were C. B. Yokim, D. 
A. Boyle, J. Swinarton, A. H. Allen,

HEALTH SERVICE—DO THEY 

GROW OUT OF IT? 


There are many — superstitious 
associated with medicine in 
the minds of the public. Most of 
these are merely amusing, but some 
of them are serious because of the 
actual harm which they cause. 
Among the unfortunately serious 
superstitions is the common belief 
that the child “grows out” of things. 
This idea is far removed from the 
truth, and neglect of faulty condi- 
tions in childhood usually results in 
permanent damage. It also means 
that during the early years, when 
there is every hope of correcting the 
defect by means of proper treat- 
ment, nothing is done. To illustrate 
clearly what we mean, we will refer 
to three conditions which are fre 
quently neglected by parents because 
of their unfortunate belief that tim« 
is the remedy and that the child will 
“row out” of them. 

Squint, or cross-eye, is one of the 
conditions which is frequently neg- 
lected. If it is neglected, it does not 
eure itself, and, what is worse, the 
sight of one eye is wholly or partial- 
ly lost. If parents desire their child 
to have the proper use of his eyes, 
they must have a case of squint 
treated in the earliest years of life. 

A running ear should never be left 
without proper treatment. The dis- 
charge may disappear in time and 
it may thus seem as if nature had 
effected a cure, but what has hap- 
pened in the meantime, in) many 
cases, is that the infection which 
was the cause of the discharge hus 
so damaged the hearing mechanism 
that the result is either a total or 
a partial loss of hearing. Neglect 
of discharging ears in childhood 
means deafness in adult life. 

Speech defects, such as stuttering, 
are a serious handicap in adult life. 
There is always a beginning to these, 
and, if they are attended, to prompt- 
ly, when they first appear, they can 
be cured, Speech peculiarities in a 
child may seem to be nothing mori 
than amusing; the child is laurhed 
it, nothing is done, and a habit i 
ixed which it is difficult to change; 
thus the future happiness of th 
child may be jeopardized through 
nevlect,
